SAIGON (AP) - U.S. forces 
firing electronically guided mis­ 
siles newly introduced in Viet­ 
nam broke up a tank assault on 
Kontum City in the central 
highlands today. A dozen tanks 
were reported destroyed. 
On the northern front, South 
Vietnamese marines beat back 
the fourth assault this week on 
the northernmost defense line 
at My Chanh, north of Hue. The 
Saigon command claimed 192: 
North Vietnamese troops were 
killed and said South Vietnam­ 
ese losses were seven killed 
and 34 wounded.

Thursday for the third day in a 
campaign to isolate the major 
port from the rest of the coun­ 
try. Pilots reported destroying 
one span each in two bridges 
and attacked a power plant 
near Vinh, 145 miles north of 
the demilitarized zone. 
A Navy A4 jet was lost near 
Vinh, and the pilot was miss­ 
ing. 
Heavy fighting continued in 
Kontum for the second day, 
and field reports said the North 
Vietnamese were trying to cap­

capital, 
Quang Tri„ fell to the enemy 
May 1. 
A number of North Vietnam­ 
ese troops were reported still in

Family Preserves Mementos Recalling 


Gen. P. A. Hackleman’s Valiant Record 


Memorabilia from the Pleas­ 
ant A. Hackle man household 
are preserved and in the hands 
of relatives here in Rushville, 
some of which are shown in the 
a c c o mpanying 
photograph. 
Among these treasures in an 
ancient family scrapbook, which 
is literally a huge compilation 
of original manuscripts, docu­ 
ments, 
newspaper 
clippings, 
and letters from prominent peo­ 
ple regarding General Hackle- 
man. 
Hackle man was an orator of 
great repute, and was sought by 
many political leaders in the 
Whig, then later the Republican 
party. He is said to have given 
one of the seconding speeches at 
the nomination of Abraham Lin­ 
coln at the Republican Conven­ 
tion in Chicago. 
Hackle man was an eminent 
lawyer, leading politician, most 
respectable and honored citizen, 
standing in the front rank of 
public figures on men in the 
state during his time, according 
to newspaper accounts of the 
day. He was prominent not only 
in Rushville, but in Indiana and 
the nation. During the Civil War, 
he established an outstanding re­ 
cord, and was the only general 
from the state of Indiana killed 
in action. 
With his brother, O. C. Hackle- 
man. General Hackleman estab- 
iished this newspaper, first call­ 
ed “The Whig,” and the first 
publication was Apri; 25, 1840. 
Two great-granddaughters of 
General P. A. Hackleman make 
Rushville their home. They are 
Mrs. June Kettenring, who lives 
in an apartment in the “Dr. Sex­ 
ton home” at 5th and Main, 
and Mrs. Louis Mauzy, R. R. 
4. Mrs. Kettenring is In posses­ 
sion of many of the Hackleman 
family heirlooms and scrap­ 
book of the General’s politi­ 


cal and military life. The fami­ 
ly scrapbook os a treasure of 
invaluable newspaper clippings 
concerning activities of this fam­ 
ous man from Rushville. 
On the right in the picture is 
a lace shawl, which was worn 
by Mrs. Hackleman, who is pic­ 
tured in family portrait in the 
center. At the top is the family 
portrait of General Hackleman 
in the frame as it hung in the 
family home. On the right is a 
coffee server from the silver set 
used in the Hackleman home. 
In the center is a collection of 
mementos which are kept in 
a huge, well worn scrapbook. 
There are literally hundreds of 
these items. On the left is an 
original posting of General Or­ 
ders signed by “Col. P. A. 
Hackleman, Commanding.” 
Another paper of inestimable 
value is that ordering “Brig. 
Gen. P. A. Hackleman of the 
U. S. Volunteers to repair to 
Pittsburgh Landing. Tennessee, 
and report to Major General 
Halleck, by order of the Secre­ 
tary of War, May 20, 1862, E, D. 
Townsend.” 
Another letter in me scrapbook 
was addressed to P. A. Hackle­

Trade Accord

MOSCOW (AP) —The Soviet 
Union announced today Presi­ 
dent Nixon, and Kremlin lead­ 
ers have agreed to set up a 
joint commission, to “promote 
the development of mutually 
advantageous 
relations 
in 
trade.” 
The 
communique was 
dis­ 
tributed by the official news 
agency Tass as Nixon met with 
the top three Soviet leaders. It 
signaled the first break-through 
on difficult trade issues which 
have seen intense negotiations 
since the American president 
arrived here Monday. 
The White House later con­ 
firmed the Tass report. The 
Tass dispatch said the leaders 
“have agreed to institute a So­ 
viet-A meric,an.

U.S., Russia Agree To

MOSCOW (AP) — The United 
States and the Soviet Union 
reached “final agreement” to­ 
day on a two-part agreement to 
limit the deployment of strate­ 
gic nuclear weapons, the White 
House announced. 
Signing of the accord was 
scheduled for a Kremlin cere­ 
mony late tonight, following 
. President Nixon’s dinner for his 
Soviet hosts. 
Nixon’s press secretary, Ron­ 
ald L. Ziegler, said the accord 
was reached 
at a two-hour 
afternoon summit meeting with 
the three top Soviet leaders— 
Communist party chief Leonid 
I. Brezhnev, President Nikolai

Turn the wheel of time back 70 yeans 
and, by reading the Laurel Review print­ 
ed in Laurel, on Wednesday, February 5, 
.1902, you get a pretty good idea of “the 
good old days.” This paper was printed 
weekly, “an independent newspaper de­ 
voted to the interests of Laurel and 
Franklin County.” L. M. Boland was 
editor, and the subscription for a year 
was SI.00. The paper is being shared by 
Theodore Singleton. 
The front page is filled with personal 
items and local events, but there are also 
many advertisements. 
A dentist in Connersville, Dr. C. C. 
Feigel. is advertising a full upper or low­ 
er set of teeth for $8. The gold crowns 
cost $4, gold fillings, $1 and up, and sil­ 
ver fillings 40 cents and up. with all 
work guaranteed to give satisfaction. 
At i ne gigantic 10-day record-breakin 
sale at the Hackman’s Department 
Store, all the 50 cent hats and caps went 
tor 35 cents, men’s socks sold for 3 cents 
a pair, and a paper of pins for 1 cent 
each. All corsets went at 35 cents each. 
A 86 wooden bed for $4. and a 28 by 41 
inch kitchen table with drawers for $1.48. 
The Fairfield-Saltwell news was coV* 
ered by John T. Buckley, editor. Halle 
Harrell Showalter is city editor in the 
Brookville Department. 
The editorial page has .an editorial 
“Hail to the Title” which the editor down­ 
grades the coming visit of Prince Henry, 
who is “only a King’s brother.” No sir’ee, 
there is no old country love of titl* 
among us of this land of the free and 
home of the brave, but how the “smart 
set” is preparing to “slobber over Prince 
Henry.” Another editorial speaks out for 
recognition of the work for the commun­ 
ity done by the local paper. “In and out 
of season, they work for their town; 
every enterprise receives from them a 
greater contribution than from any in­ 
dividual . . . How many institutions or 
men have shown appreciation, of what 
the newspaper men have done ., . . They 
are abused, but rarely thanked.” 
The State Geologist, W. S. Blatchley, 
has had numerous inquiries as to natural 
resources and the opportunity for invest­ 
ing New York capital. 
Here is the letter written Mr. Boland 
at Laurel on January 28, 1902. “Dear 
Sir, the requests which I have for loca­ 
tions for investment of capital are from 
persons who wish to invest in clay or 
coal lands.

Who's who in Indiana ap­ 
peared to make up the guest 
list as thousands gathered in 
Rushville on May 22. 
The occasion was Wendell 
Lewis Willkie day. a part of the 
sesquicentennial observance. It 
was a diverse group typical of 
the varied interests of the 1940 
Republican presidential nomi­ 
nee and of the current activities 
of his son. Philip. 
Many gathered to honor a 
man they had never known, but 
whose philosophy set the stage 
for America's emergence as a 
world power. Only a few pre­ 
sent knew the man they honor­ 
ed. His name was Lewis Wen­ 
dell. with the Army reversing 
the order during World War I. 
Willkie continuing to use Lewis 
as his middle name after serv­ 
ice. 
President Richard Nixon sent 
a letter to the citizens of Rush 
County saying: “It is most ap­ 
propriate that you honor the 
memory of one of your most dis­ 
tinguished native sons,” Willkie 
'was born in El wood in 1892. He 
married a Rushville girl, Edith 
Wilk who attended the Willkie 
Day ceremonies as his widow. 
She now lives in a New Yoik 
apartment and is active in civic 
affairs, Willkie moved to his 
adopted Rushville, made heavy 
investments in the community, 
established his 1940 campaign 
headquarters in the town, and 
is buried in the wooded East 
Hill cemetery. Most of the copy 
for his 4 million seller book 
“One World” was written in the 
town. 
Democrats equaled the num­ 
ber of Republicans gathered to 
honor the GOP standard bear­ 
er of the 1940 presidential elec­ 
tions. Former Governor Mat­ 
thew Welsh attended, as did 
State party Chairman Gordon 
St. Angelo. Treasurer Jack. New 
and Auditor Mary Aikins. I n- 
explained by his absence was 
Secretary of State Larry A. 
Conrad, campaigning for the gu­ 
bernatorial nomination. 
Their presence was fitting... 
Willkie was a. loyal, member of 
the Democratic party most of 
his life. He became a Repub­ 
lican in the mid thirties in op­ 
position to the New Deal. Most 
speakers in the day long pro­ 
gram. starting at the cemetery, 
continuing at a. luncheon for 300 
distinguished guess and mov­ 
ing to the High School Gym. 
referred to his book “One 
World.” At the time of changing 
parties, Willkie wrote a book 
entitled, “We The People,” out­ 
lining his political beliefs, which 
was not mentioned. 
Republicans were not to be 


outnumbered. Form>r Governor 
Harold Handley was there and 
spoke. He dropped from the po­ 
litical scene for years, and dur­ 
ing the last lew months has 
taken an active part in many 
affairs, 1 asked him If it was 
indicative of anything. He said: 
“Yes. People are inviting me 
again, and I go.” 
Former Senator Homer Cape- 
hart had been chairman of the 
notification ceremonies in El- 
wood following the GOP nomina­ 
tion, and was in Rushville. He 
said: “I haven’t made a speech 
for so long I hardly know where 
to begin, and presume if 1 
started I wouldn’t know where 
to end.” 
Chancellor Herman. B. W eis 
of Indiana. University, appearing, 
as young and dynamic as ever, 
took part in the program. He 
noted that IU had presented a 
doctor of laws degree to W il­ 
kie in 1938 before he became a 
world figure. He said: Wendell 
Willkie won success in his pro­ 
fession, his business, public af­ 
fairs and international relations. 
He had no powerful family to 
back him, but lived by his own 
ability and effort. His name is 
known through the length and 
breadth of the whole globe. His 
ideas captured, the imagination 
of all men in the world.” 
Willkie was the legal adviser 
to Commonwealth and Southern 
Electric Utilities later serving 
as president of the company. 
He fought a long legal battle 
against, the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. When the Supreme 
Court refused to hear the case, 
he sold properties of the Ten­ 
nessee Electric Power Company 
to TV A for $78 million. He fa­ 
vored many social reform», and 
like his son was Hie champion 
of the underdog,.. However, he 
opposed many of the regula­ 
tions of business. He favored 
tax change to encourage busi­ 
ness expansion, but approved 
Roosevelt’s foreign policy. 
Wendell, like his son Philip, 
was a fighter. Both 'knew polit­ 
ical defeat, but neither knew 
how to give up, making every 
cause a crusade. Lieutenant 
Governor Richard Folz com­ 
mented on the similar traits of 
father and son. Philip sought 
the nomination for Superintend­ 
ent of Public Instruction, and 
was defeated. Wendell entered 
the 1944 Wisconsin primary, re­ 
tiring from politics when de­ 
feated Philip fought for more 
doctors, lower bank interest and 
against bank mergers, refusing 
to give up with odds against 
him. One World may come.

Nixon Opposes 
Tax Hike, Asks 
F 
O 
J* 
Less spending 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres- 
ident Nixon opposes seeking a 
tax increase next year if he is 
re-elected, but doesn’t rule out 
one as a substitute for the local 
property tax, the White House 
says. 
Instead, presidential assistant 
John Ehrlichman told reporters 
Thursday, Nixon will concen­ 
trate on trying to save money 
through cutting out unproduc­ 
tive 
federal 
programs 
and 
spending. 
He said the administration 
"is opposed to any increase in 
federal taxation in the fore­ 
seeable future.” 
By that, Ehrlichman said, he 
means next year. "I can’t enter 
a warranty over periods over 
which I have no control or in­ 
terest.” 
He added that it is fair to say 
the fiscal 1974 budget sent to 
Congress early next year will 
not contain a tax-increase re­ 
quest—if Nixon is re-elected. 
As for a tax-increase substi­ 
tute for the property tax, Eh­ 
rlichman 
said 
a 
value-added 
tax is a possibility, but added 
there are alternatives. 
The value-added tax, essen­ 
tially a national sales tax, has 


been mentioned frequently as a 
way of lightening the home­ 
owners’ 
burden 
of 
financing 
public education. 
Ehrlichman’s 
news 
confer­ 
ence turned out to be one of 
three 
administration 
declara­ 
tions during the day against tax 
proposals and against a report 
by the Brookings Institution, a 
private 
organization 
which 
studies federal programs. 
The Brookings study said that 
either a tax increase or a cut­ 
back in federal programs, or 
both, will be inevitable if the 
government 
undertakes 
any 
new big programs. 
Ehrlichman said he read that 
to mean a tax increase is inevi­ 
table no matter who is elected 
president. 
He said the Brookings report 
failed to focus enough on cut­ 
ting federal spending to achieve 
economy and "we don’t think 
that alternative can so easily 
be laid aside.’ ' 
Treasury Secretary John B. 
Connally criticized the Brook­ 
ings study in a meeting with 
Texas reporters and disagreed 
with any suggestion that a tax 
increase is inevitable. 
On Capitol Hill, the man who 
will replace Connally as Treas­ 
ury secretary, Budget Director 
George P. Shultz, said that be­ 
fore anything is done about 
higher taxes, "We must do ev­ 
erything we can to bring out­ 
lays under control.”

School Lesson for May 28 is en­ 
titled “The Church’s Need for 
Renewal.” Brought down into a 
few words, this lesson teaches 
that the Church is a spiritual 
reality and that it needs continu­ 
ally to be' renewed. If toe Church

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failed to be spiritually renewed 
for one generation or even for 
a decade, it would cease to be 
the spiritual power that it is in 
the world. 


Church Membership 
We lave to work at being a 
Christian, and it is no easy job. 
The sins of the flesh for in­ 
stance, never let up in their as­ 
sault against conscience. If we 
think that afer we join the 
Church that’s the end of our 
Christian experience, then we 
need to wake up fast. It is ama­ 
zing how many thoroughly un­ 
worthy tacts and attitudes can 
keep up in. a human life for 
decade after decade. On the last 
day of our lives we w ill find the 
old Devil making things hard 
for us. Our only remedy for this 
situation is to keep on with fight 
and struggle—as old Winston 
Churchill said to his contempor­ 
aries during the years when 
England was apparently being 
bombed out of existence, “Never 
give up, never give up, never 
give up.” 
If we don’t go forward, we 
go backward. We would soon 
starve to death if our daily al­ 
lotment of food were cut off. 
Spiritually we die if that mys­ 
terious part of our being which 
we call “spiritual life” is not 
fed and renewed. As John Wes­ 
ley, toe famous eighteenth cen­ 
tury religious figure in England, 
lay on his deathbed, his last 
words were: “But best of all 
we know that God is with us.” 
He might also have added: “If 
God be for us, who can be 
against us?” (Romans 8:31). 
The Church is frequently refer­ 
red to as “the body of Christ.” 
Because all of us are sinners, 


the Church is an imperfect in­ 
stitution. The Church constantly 
needs cleansing 


Today’s Problems 
People are asking the ques­ 
tion today as to whether the 
Church has relevance in a world 
that, to say the least, is dis- 
taught and distorted. Those of us 
who are Christian believers are 
sure that if the Church fails, 
humanity at large will fail in its 
highest endeavors. Timothy was 
a young friend of the Apostle 
Paul. If Paul could have looked 
down the centuries, he would 
have been amazed and horrified 
at the crises through which the 
Church, has had to pass. Mil­ 
lions of people after they join 
Church, smile complacently and 
feel that everything—including 
the salvation of their souls—is 
assured, It needs to be said 
with all vehemence that this is 
not true. Joining church is above 
everything else an opportunity 
for developing one’s spiritual 
life. If there are some hard-core 
sins that we keep on indulging, 
then mere membership in the 
church will not be enough. A 
Christian believer is sound in his 
faith when to faith he adds con­ 
duct. 
The resurrection of Christ, His 
forty-day sojourn with his dis­ 
ciples, His. ascension into heav­ 
en—all three are not only part, 
of our religious experience but 
the basis of spiritual renewal. 
Someone has said that the truly 
happy man (or woman) is that 
one who puts God first, loved 
ones second, friends third and 
self last. Paul himself knew all 
too well that as long as he lived 
he would have to fight the ten 
encroachments 
of temptation. 
The Apostle Paul declared that 
he buffeted his body and brought 
it into subjection lest when he 
had preached to others he him­ 
self should become a castaway 
(I Cornithians 9:27). “Mortify 
therefore your members,” said 
Paul, by which he meant that 
we must put to death the earth­ 
ly desires that are to work with­ 
in us. If we do not control them, 
they will control us. 


Belief Not Enough 
The 
Christian 
experience 
means believing certain things 
that the Bible has taught—espe­ 
cially things about Jesus. But it 


means more than that. It meant 
living up to the faith we pro­ 
fess. 
A 
professing 
Christian 
knows that he is a Christian 
in toe truest sense of the word 
if his faith in Christ has en­ 
abled him to become a new pe» 
son. “ H any man is in Christ,” 
said Paul, “he is a new crea­ 
ture (or creation)” (H Corto- 
thains 5:17). 
Belief is not enough—we must 
have faith. Even faith is not 
enough, for sound Christian faith 
leads us to kindliness of spirit, 
unselfishness and a life morally 
better in every particular. 
Christ is still in the world, 
and best of all, He is still in 
us individually. We can throw 
that over our shoulders and go 
away whistling, but if we do we 
are going to be ready for a rude 
awakening some day. One of 
the most deplorable things about 
such an awakening is that it 
will awaken us to ourselves. 
The Church needs spiritual re­ 
newal—and so do we as indivi­ 
duals.

Tape Recordings 
Supported By 
Indiana Court 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP)—Tape 
recordings have reached, the 
'point where they are admis- 
sable in court as evidence on 
the same basis as photographs, 
the Indiana Supreme Court has 
ruled. 
The high court also ruled a 
sentence suspended on the con­ 
dition of good, behavior cannot 
be revoked unless there is con­ 
viction of a new offense. 
Both decisions came Thurs­ 
day on 3-2 opinions. 
The court’s majority opinion, 
written by Justice Dixon W. 
Prentice, 
said, 
“Improved 
methods of obtaining, pre­ 
serving and presenting com­ 
petent evidence should not only 
be sanctioned but encouraged 
as welL” It said tape recorders 
“are in common use today, 
relatively simple of operation 
and heavily used and relied 
upon for innumerable pur­ 
poses.” 
The ruling came in the case 
of Ralph J. Lamar, Evansville,

U.S. Deficit 
In Trade Still 
Is Soaring 


WASHINGTON 
AP) — The 
nation’s 
trade 
deficit 
soared 
past $2 billion in April, giving 
the country its worst start ever 
in trading with other nations. 
The 
Commerce 
Department 
said the value of imports ex­ 
ceeded exports by $699.4 million 
in April, second worst monthly 
deficit in history. It put the to­ 
tal deficit for the year at just 
over $2.2 billion. 
Last year, the United States 
recorded its first annual trade 
deficit in history when the val­ 
ue of imports exceeded exports 
by $2 billion. 
Unless there is a turnaround 
in the trade figures in the latter 
part of the year, it appears that 
this year will be the worst on 
record. 
A spokesman for the Com­ 
merce Department blamed the 
continued deficit on the fact 
that the U.S. economy is ex­ 
panding fast, making it a good 
market 
for 
foreign 
imports, 
while other economies of the 
world 
are 
sluggish, 
making 
them bad markets for U.S. ex- 
. ports. 
Figures showed that season­ 
ally adjusted imports in April 
totaled $4.459 billion compared 
with $3.760 billion in exports. 
The situation got worse in 
April because the nation ship­ 
ped out fewer big jumbo jets 
than it did in March.
